That injunction and contempt proceedings have 
been and are abused cannot be denied. Organized 
labor, which has been the thief sufferer from these 
abuses, has been justiſled in its protests if often 
deserving blame for tactics which invited misuse 
ot the injunction. But with the coming of’ the 
Volstead act there is a broader field for this pro- 
ceeding, and a larger class interested in its appli- 
‘tion of knowing that its long struggle agains} the 
injunction is going henceforth to have support 
from citizens who have deen indifferent or were 
hostile to it in the past. ; 

The problem is by no means easy to solve. 
Within proper limits the injunction is the only 
protection from serious or trremediable injury 
available to the individual, It is invaluable and 
probably irreplaceable as a defense against the 
oppression of government administration in many 
cases. Even Senator Blaine admits that for some 


evils it is the only remedy.- It is very difficult 


to lay down rules which, whilo restraining judi- 
cial abuse, permit a proper discretion. ‘Too rigid 
restriction would leave many unpredictable wrongs 
outside the limits of protection. On the other 
hand, the most serious consideration should de 
given to ſts abuses and some conservative restric. 
tions devised. In the case of the Volstead act, it 
is intended to make disciplinary action by the 
prosecuting ageneles as prompt aud drastic as 


of right. In this respect it is contrary to our con- 
stitutional guaranty and should be amended,.if not 
repealed. It should also be possible more clearly 
to define its scope and application in industrial 
disputes, so that the rights of labor may, be more 
certainly protected without depriving. the employer 
ot protection he could not find in other forma. 
Finally, serious attention should be given. the 
latest resort to the injunction for the suppression | 
of the freedom of the press. It has beem used 
but not to a great extent. Its use against the 
press by politicians and officials desirous of pre 
wenting exposure is likely to be more general and 
more serious in its effects, and there should be 
resistance against this development.
